Now in order to give you fome Account of 
this Cure on my felf ; it providentially came in- 
to my Mind, to make Experiment of one fmgle 
Remedy, believing, that Simplicity of Medi-^ 
r/»tf might be aseffeftual, as that of Diet.

Gym* one another in the Jnius, and Pol- ., 
naftica. fons become beneficial ^ when opposed 

to certain tiufftomrs ; the World has, 
lately J had full Evidence of the Good Effects of an 
intenje Coldj equally apply d to all the Parts of the 
Body^ at once'j vphich Method of Curing^ Jome 
Tears aio^ vpas thought very extravagant^ and cer- 
tainly defiruSlive.

She will 
be ferved in her own Way, and necdetb- no 
other Afliftance for her Prefervation againft all 
AfTaults, but a prudent Application of thofe 
Remedies {he hath every where provided, fuit- 
able to each Complaint. If Providence had not 
thus ordered Tilings, what muft become of the 
fir ft Inhabitants of the World, and of thofe Peo- 

fle now living in many Places, who have no 
hyficians, Phihfophy nor Medicines, to heal their 
SickneffeSy but filch as are vulgarly known among 
themlclves, and approved by their own Experi- 
ence and Obfervation ? In antient Babylon^ great 
and populous as it was, no Phyficians were 
known, nor other Methods for curing Dittem- 
pers, than thofe gain'd by every Man's own Ex- 
perience* and Enquiry, Artemexperientia fecit^ 
txemplo moi^rAnteviaw. Maniliiis. . . _ . i 
For my Part, I (hall never trouble my" felf 
much about the Caufc, what it is, or from whence 
it comes, fo long as God hath enabled me to re- 
move it \ and I very well remember, that when 
I applied my fclf to others for Cure, they of all 
Men hadthe woVft Succefs in their PraOTceup^ 
jDn me, who profelfed to have a clear and per- 
feft Knowledge of its Orii^in ; their fine Realon- .

of painful Experiments, ended only in grievous p 
Difappointincnts. Difeafesare or that hidden
